A table  for  blood  donation 
appointments  and  permission  slips 
for  minors  will  be  set  up  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  this 
week  in  the  Jesse  Knight  Bldg., 
Eyring  Science  Center,  Smith 
Family  Living  Center  and  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 

According  to  Parker  Owens  and 
Lynne  Cutler,  blood  drive 
co-chairmen,  this  is  the  only  drive 
of  the  several  sponsored  on 
campus  by  various  organizations 
which  is  coordinated  with  both 
the  community  and  the  Red 
Cross. 

‘Through  this  program,”  Owens 
said,  “if  the  goal  of  800  pints  is 
achieved,  any  full-time  student  at 
BYU  will  be  entitled  to  all  the 
blood  he  needs  during  this 
semester  free  of  charge,  regardless 
of  whether  or  not  he  donated 
blood.”

Students  To  Have 
Roster  Of  Faculty

The  mad  rush  before 
Registration  to  find  out  which 
professors  are  best  may  soon 
become  a thing  of  the  past. 

A faculty  roster  “to  give 
students  a chance  to  find  out 
what  to  expect  from  professors  on 
campus”  will  appear  before  the 
end  of  this  semester,  according  to 
Steve  Hales,  executive  assistant  to 
Todd  Christoff erson,  ASBYU  vice 
president  of  academics. 

The  Academics  Office  is 
sponsoring  the  roster,  which  will 
be  the  first  of  its  kind  to  appear 
on  this  campus.  Authorization  has 
been  received  from  President 
Ernist  L.  Wilkinson  to  allow 
publication  of  the  catalog. 

PROF  ROSTER 

The  roster  will  be  made  up  in 
the  form  of  a catalog  containing 
each  professor’s  evaluation  of  his 
own  teaching  and  what  he  expects 
of  the  students.  The  faculty  roster 
is  tentatively  set  to  be  ready  for 
sale  after  students  return  from 
Christmas  vacation. 

Each  of  the  approximately  one 
thousand  professors  on  campus 
has  received  a questionnaire  which 
asks  him  to  cooperate  by  listing 
his  academic  background, 
accomplishments  in  his  field, 
current  interests  and  projects  in 
his  field,  classroom  techniques 
and  grading  policies. 

“Checking  with  other  schools  in 
the  conference,  it  is  found  that 
the  students  do  the  evaluating  of 
the  professors  as  a warning  or 
guide  of  who  are  the  best  or 
worst,”  commented  Hales.  “Our 


school  is  going  about  it  just  the 
opposite,”  he  added. 

“We  feel  that  this  will  give  the 
student  a fair  evaluation  of 
professors  and  also  give  the 
professor  a chance  to  state 
objectives  before  students  choose 
their  classes,”  Hales  mentioned. 

“We  need  help,”  Hales  pleaded. 
‘To  get  this  roster  completed  on 
time,  we  need  typists,  help  with 
organizing  and  working  on  the 
form  of  the  roster,  help  with 
editing  and  help  to  follow  up  on 
professors  to  gather  all  the 
information.  Those  wishing  to 
help  can  come  to  434  Wilkinson 
Center  (Academics  Office)  and 
sign  up,”  he  continued. 

‘The  whole  idea  of  this  roster  is 
to  get  something  into  students’ 
hands  that  will  show  them  some 
choice  or  alternatives  of 
professors,”  Hales  said. 

This  roster  will  not  only 
acquaint  students  with  our 
faculty,  their  teaching  techniques, 
requirements  and  aid  the  students 
to  better  perform  in  class,  but  will 
also  be  valuable  in  publicizing  our 
faculty  and  their  accomplish- 
ments.

A few  weeks  ago  a Vietnam 
returnee  wrote  a letter  in  which  he 
criticized  those  Americans  who 
feel  that  the  war  in  Vietnam  is 
being  unnecessarily  prolonged  and 
who  believe  that  we  could  indeed 
win  this  war  in  six  to  eight  weeks. 
After  some  research  I would  like  to 
answer  his  question:  Which 
military  leaders  have  we  “been  in 
conference  with”  and  what  means 
do  they  propose  to  end  the  war? 
Several  months  ago  a petition  was 
sent  to  the  U.S.  Congress  signed  by 
twenty-seven  professional  military 
men  from  all  branches  of  the  armed 
services.  This  list  included  sixteen 
generals  and  admirals. 

These  men  and  others  (such  as 
Gen.  Curtis  LeMay,  who,  in  his 
speech  at  BYU,  expressed  similar 
feelings)  believe  that  the  war  is

They  propose  nine  steps  to  bring 
this  about.  Three  of  these  are:  1. 
Our  armed  forces  be  mobilized 
according  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff ; 2.  That 
all  nations  be  warned  that  any 
assistance  to  North  Vietnam  will  be 
considered  an  act  of  war  against  the 
U.S.;  3.  Close  every  supply  line  to 
the  enemy  and  remove  every 
restriction  or  sanctuary  that  will 
unnecessarily  endanger  one  single 
American  life. 

Many  of  our  soldiers  in  Vietnam 
don’t  understand  the  true  causes  of 
our  no-win  war  because  these 
causes  lie  in  Washington  where  the 
orders  are  given  and  not  in 
Vietnam.  Our  military  wants  to 
win  and  I think  they  deserve  to  be 
heard.

Discussing  Kissinger’s  role, 
Nixon  emphasized  a search  for 
advisers  of  all  viewpoints.  ‘‘We 
want  a broad  spectrum,”  Nixon 
said.  He  said  he  wants  to  make 
sure  that  the  President  does  not 
hear  “just  what  he  wants  to  hear” 
in  national  security  matters. 

PLANNING  EMPHASIS 

Again  and  again,  Nixon  and 
Kissinger  stressed  the  word 
“planning”  in  discussing  the

National  Security  Council’s 
function. 

He  said  men  high  in  government 
too  often  are  bogged  down  in  a 
mass  of  diplomatic  cables  and 
memoranda.  He  said  he  does  not 
want*  Kissinger  to  spend  all  his 
time  in  the  White  House  situation 
room  wading  through  such 
material;  wants  him  free  for 
creative  thinking  and  discussion. 

Kissinger  said  he  will  seek  to 
draw  into  his  operation  the  best 
talent  in  the  nation,  although  the 
staff  will  remain  at  about  its 
present  size  of  some  20  people. 

Kissinger,  who  has  requested 
leave  from  Harvard,  will  succeed 
Walt  W.  Rostow,  President 
Johnson’s  assistant  for  national 
security  affairs.  “His  first 
assignment  is  to  go  to 
Washington,”  Nixon  said,  “I  hope 
immediately.” 


U.S.,  North  Viets  Set 
Paris  Ground  Rules 


PARIS  (AP)  — American  and 
North  Vietnamese  envoys  made 
progress  Monday  at  a backstairs 
meeting  to  set  ground  rules  for 
expanding  the  Paris  peace  talks. 
They  also  traded  protests  on 
military  action  in  Vietnam. 

U.S.  sources,  reporting  this,  said 
no  date  has  been  set  for  the  first 
conference-table  encounter  of  all 
four  Vietnam  fighting  parties, 
though  diplomats  on  both  sides 
expect  the  formal  talks  to  begin 
again  next  week. 

U.S.  Ambassador  Cyrus  R. 
Vance  and  Hanoi’s  Col.  Ha  Van 
Lau  touched  on  low-key 
procedural  questions  at  their 
secret  two-hour  encounter 
Monday  morning,  informants 
reported. 


But  before  they  got  down  to 
business  Lau  protested  continuing 
U.S.  reconnaissance  flights  over 
North  Vietnam  and  U.S.  air 
attacks  in  support  of  downed 
American  flyers. 

Vance,  the  informants  said, 
countered  with  U.S.  complaints 
about  Communist  military  action, 
presumably  the  movement  of 
North  Vietnamese  forces  into  the 
demilitarized  buffer  zone  between 
the  two  Vietnams  and  the  firing  at 
U.S.  reconnaissance  flights. 

Despite  the  protests,  Vance  and 
Lau  were  able  to  make  progress 
on  procedural  questions  involving 
working  languages,  delegation 
sizes  and  the  conference  site, 
which  will  probably  remain  the 
same  as  now.

Steps  High  With  Esprit  de  Corps 


Examinations  Scheduled 


For  ROTC  Fall  Hopefuls

It’s  the  marching  band  of 
Cougar  land. 

The  high-stepping,  quick-pulsed 
band  is  an  important  part  of 
BYU’s  athletic  program.  While 
grid  stars  are  knocking  heads 
together  on  the  practice  field  and 
cagers  are  rehearsing  new  patterns, 
the  band  is  playing  two  hours  a 
day  to  make  each  contest  a grand 
affair. 

Grant  Elkington,  the  band’s 
director,  says  that  it  is  an 
understatement  to  call  the  band’s 
esprit  de  corps  high.  The  Cougar 
band  has  a sound  unique  in  all  the 
land,  and  here  are  the  reasons 
why. 

SPECIALIZED 

Whereas  most  schools  have  one 
orchestra  which  performs  all  of  a 
university’s  musical  duties,  BYU 
has  three.  The  marching  band  is 
one  of  these  specialized 
organizations.  Its  sole  purpose  is 
to  march  at  football  games  and 
provide  pep  music  at  all  athletic 
events. 

One  key  to  that  sound  is  that 
every  piece  of  music  the  group 
plays  is  memorized.  During  a 
football  season  an  average 
member  spends  over  60  hours 
learning  thirty  pieces  of  music.  By 
the  end  of  basketball  season  the 
band  will  have  a repertoire  of  over 
60  numbers. 

The  band  is  special,  and  so  is 
the  music  it  plays.  All 


arrangements  are  custom-tailored 
to  the  band  by  three  of  the  BYU 
music  faculty.  Thus  the  band 
plays  music  that  is  current  and  in 
tune  with  the  tastes  of  student 
fans. 

This  year’s  band  includes  a 
variety  of  instruments  except 
French  horn-the  band’s  sound  is 
too  strong  for  the  French  horn.  In 
fact,  playing  on  the  gridiron 
requires  so  much  wind  that  music 
majors  with  wind  instruments  are 
required  to  spend  one  semester 
with  the  marching  band  to 
develop  this  strength. 

MOVE  ’EM 

And  sound  is  not  all.  The 
Cougars  just  don’t  stand  still!  “A 
marching  band  should  be  on  the 
move,”  says  Elkington,  “and  so 
we  keep  moving!” 

This  takes  planning,  and  the 
inventive  producers  of  the 
halftime  shows  (the  band 
performed  seven  this  year)  begin 
work  early  in  the  summer  for  the 
next  football  season. 

Although  there  is  no  national 
rating  system  for  marching  bands, 
a spokesman  for  ABC-TV  said  last 
year  that  he  considered  BYU’s 
Cougars  the  best  band  he  had  seen 
all  year. 

Elkington  explains  this,  too: 
“The  esprit  de  corps  is  high,  and 
one  reason  is  that  students 
themselves  are  responsible  for  the 
discipline  of  the  band.  They  take 
care  of  the  details  of  the 
rehearsals  and  consequently  take  a 
great  deal  of  pride  in  their  work.” 


The  band  is  broken  up  in  two 
ways  for  rehearsal  purposes.  There 
are  sections  with  section  leaders 
who  help  members  perfect  the 
sound  of  the  band.  The 
responsibility  for  musical 
perfection  rests  on  the  section 
leaders. 


When  marching,  the  band  is 
composed  of  30  squads  of  four 
members  each.  A squad  leader 
makes  sure  his  four  members  are 
in  the  right  spot  in  each 
formation.  This  is  also  where  the 
marching  is  taught. 


Finally  it  is  the  drum  major 
who  works  hard  at  perfecting  the 
marching  style  of  each  band 
member.  He  tutors  each  player 
until  the  high-stepping  style  of  the 
Cougar  band  is  learned. 


Men  interested  in  entering 
BYU’s  Army  or  Air  Force  ROTC 
programs  next  fall  must  plan  now 
to  pass  examinations  required  for 
acceptance. 

Both  programs  require  two 
years  to  complete;  students  must 
have  four  semesters  remaining  at 
the  university  to  qualify.  Those  in 
doubt  or  with  other  questions 
should  contact  the  Department  of 
Aerospace  Studies  or  the 
Department  of  Military  Science  in 
the  new  ROTC  Bldg. 

Each  program  involves  summer 
military  training  prior  to  entry 
and  again  between  the  two  years. 
Quotas  vary,  but  the  program  is 
highly  selective.  Test  scores,  grade 
point  average  and  other  factors 


will  be  used  to  deterjlifb 
eligibility.
